ture, and procuring two Acts of 
Parliament for effecting the ſame, 
whereby a commiſſion is appointed, 


with ſuch power, and ſuch autho- 


rity, as will, in all probability, fully 


anſwer the good purpoſes ſo long 
defired, and ſo often and earneſtly 
ſought after, by the inhabitants of 
the ſaid city and liberty: for a 


proof whereof I refer to the 
ſpecimen already given in ſuch 
ſtreets, as have been done by or- 
der of the commiſſioners. Where 


the whole of each ſtreet, be- 
ing paved at the ſame time, on 
a proper level, and in a convex 


form, not only creates an elegant 


uniform appearance, but alſo ren- 


ders the paſſage eaſy and ſafe, and 
is likewiſe much better adapted to 


endure the exceſſive wear of this 
populous town than any pavement 


could ted be, whilſt every in- 
habitant 
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fx) 
habitant was at liberty to mend his 
own door, in any ſhape, or with 
what materials he thought proper; 


the conſequence of which was, that 


ſome made uſe of good materials, 
others bad; one laid his door high, 
another low, &c. every one con- 
ſulting his own intereft, or gratify- 
ing his own fancy, without the 


ni regard to order, or the fatety 
or convenience of the public. The 
Poſts, Signs, Gutters, Spouts, and 
other nuiſances, are now alſo re- 
moved, and the ftreets perfectly 
well cleanſed and lighted, which 
not only adds much to their beau- 
ty, but alſo greatly contributes to 


the health and ſafety of the in- 


hahjtants ; ; who, notwithſtanding 


their apprehenſions, at firſt, con- 
cerning the Rate to be levied for 
defraying the expence, are now, 


from its apparent utility, entirely

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reconciled ; and rather contend 


which ſtreets ſhall firſt be paved, 


and come under the direction and 


management of the Commiſſion- 


ers; Fveral applications having been 
nail to the Commiſſioners for Ppav= 


ing particular ſtreets. But there is 


one thing yet which occaſions uni- 


verſal complaint; that is, the ſmall 


progreſs made in this uſeful un- 
dertaking, which is entirely . - 
ing to the want of a ſufficient fund 
for extending the work into divers 
ſtreets at one and the ſame time; 
as a well- wiſher therefore to this 


ſcheme, and to the city and 
liberty of Weſtminſter, I have 
conſidered on many Ways and 
Means for the raifing of ſugl 
fund. The firſt I ſhall take no- 


tice of is, an increaſe of the Toll at

parliament, but did not ſucceed, 
though, I think, from the account 
then delivered in by the ſeveral 

truſts, they might very „ and

of theſe truſts appear to have, in 
a profuſe manner. And from the 
appearance of the ſaid accounts, 
the public indeed have a right 
to expect either a diminution of 
the Toll, or an application of the 
ſaid ſurplus to ſome ſuch uſeful 
PRs” as above-mentioned. 


Another 4 for raiſing this 
fund might be by mortgaging the 
Rate; but I do not think this an 
eligible method, as the Commif- 


ſioners cannot poſlibly aſcertain

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their future expences; and if too 


great a ſum was borrowed on the 


Rate, they would then be rendered 


incapable of doing any large re- 
pairs, which may probably be want- 


ed hereafter in ſtreets of great wear, 


ſuch as taking up and wholly re- 
laying the ſame, with a large ad- 
dition -of new materials; and in 


works of ſuch a public and per- 


manent nature, the moſt diſtant ex- 


nces which are likely to occur, 


ſhould be duly weighed and at- 
tended to. However, if no other 
way ſhould be eſteemed more pro- 
per for raiſing a ſupply for this 
ſervice, I ſhould hope that a very

this ſupply, and which carries the 
—_— of a juſt one, is a Tax 


upon 
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upon Wheels; but the difficulty af 


aſcertaining who ſhall, and who 
ſhall not, be liable to this Tax, will 
be found to be very great, and the 
mode of collecting it obnoxious ; 


for it cannot be made a general 
Tax, becauſe of injuring the di- 
_ ſtant parts of the kingdom, and 


gentlemen keeping carriages wha 
totally reſide in the country; and 


if it be made a local Tax, by fix- 


ing it on Carriages coming into 


and going out of the city and 


liberty of MWeſaminſter, it would 
be neceſſary to erect a great num- 
ber of Turnpikes in different parts 
of the town, which would not only 
be attended with large expences, 


but might always afford an oppor- 
tunity for clamour and uneaſineſs; 


and, upon the whole, any new 


Tax, in a time of peace, would 
doubtleſs be very odious, and meet 


with great oppoſition.

As fourth ſcheme which occurs, 
and which I am inclined moſt to 
favour, is a Lottery ; for, in this 


caſe, no perſon would be a contri- 
butor, but by free choice and incli- 
nation. This method likewiſe of

4 "YE on the public like all the 


former; and we have many and 


recent inſtances of Lotteries being 


granted for public conveniencies, 
of which I ſhall juſt mention the 
following, viz. For the purchaſe 


of Sir Hans Sloan curiofities, and 


eſtabliſhing the Muſeum, a Lottery 
of 300,000]. was granted, out of 
which 100, ooo J. was deducted 
for that uſe. For Weftminſter 
bridge four Lotteries were granted 
the firſt for 700, ooo J. the ſecond 


and third for 325,000/7. each, and 
the fourth for 27 * out of each 


of 
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: of which Lotterics I5 per cent. was 
deducted for building the Bridge; 
and doubtleſs this ſcheme for ren- 
dering the ſtreets of this great Me- 
tropolis healthy, convenient, ſafe, 
and elegant (which they certainly 
will be, if this plan is carried into 
execution in its full extent) is as 
well deſerving the favor and en- 
couragement of the Legiſlature as 
either of the above, for which Lot- 
teries were tolerated, I would 
therefore propoſe a Lottery of 
| 300,000 Guineas, to deduct there- 
out 60,0001. and divide 255,000/. 
in prizes; ſo that allowing 10,000). 
for management, Se. there will 
remain clear, for the uſe of the 
commiſſion, $0,000 J. See the 
Themes in pages 16 and 17.

ſuch a fund as this, the much de- 


fired expedition might be eafily 


accompliſhed, for the Commiſſi- 
oners would then be enabled to 
make their contracts in proper time, 
ſo as the work might not be delay- 
ed for want of materials, as has 


been the caſe during this laſt ſum- 


mer; and alſo to contract for pa- 
ving ſeveral ſtreets at the ſame 
time; for many quarries are now 
open, of that kind of ſtone, very 
juſtly approved and made uſe of; 
and on reaſonable notice, almoſt any 
quantity may be procured: the 
commiſſion would be further en- 
abled to proceed, if they ſhould 
ſee fit, with paving the by- ſtreets 
with the old pebbles, which might 


be done at much leſs expence 
while the materials are on the ſpot, 


and would be extremely uſeful on 


many 
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many accounts; but more parti- : 


cularly for being well lighted, as 


this would certainly prevent num- 
berleſs evils, which the preſent al- 
moſt total neglect of Lamps affords 
frequent opportunities for practiſ- 


ing. In ſhort, by the help of ſuch 
a ſupply as this, we might expect 


to ſee a ſpeedy and extenſive im- 
provement in the ſtreets; and in- 


deed I might fay, the ae effect- 


ed in a few years, which, without 


it, muſt conſequently be a work

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It will probably be objected, 
that the exigencies of ſtate re- 
quire a Lottery toward raiſing 
the ſupplies for the enſuing year; 
therefore, as particular ſervices muſt 
always give way to national ones, 
and I have very much at heart the

S the Commiſſioners for 
building of Weſtminſter 
bridge were impowered to widen

exceſſively dangerous for carriages,

might very ſafely be lodged in the 
hands of ſuch a commiſſion, who 
have no other view or intereſt in

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a 
promoting this good and uſeful 
work, than the benefit of the pub- 
lic. What has induced me the 
rather to mention this, is, that 
many uſeful alterations of this ſort 
might be made, without any ex- 
pence to the public, as the im- 
proved ground - rents, after the 
ſtreets are widened, and rendered 
more contain would fully 
anſwer the expence of purchaſing.
